The bill conflicts with

upon in the spring. 
The real intent of the 
bill is to force the Michigan Central people I tuau and 
to give up the special privileges and im- puahed 
muniries they enjoy under their charter, 
and if this can be accomplished no serious 
effort will be made to force the state into 
railroad buying.

Practice of Extracting It I* 
nounced Vneless and Crnel. 
George Fleming, a noted English 
veterinarian, in his work on hydro­ 
phobia, says tha t the jx>et Gratius 
Faliscus, of tho First century of our 
era, speaks of the fable of tho “ worm 
in the dog’s tong ue being the cause of 
rabies. 
Pliny, who lived in tho same 
century, writes, “ If the ’lytta ,’ or small 
worm, be removed from a dog’s tongue 
he will never become mad or lose his 
appetite,” and “ if the worm be carried 
thrice around a fire and then fed to a 
person who has been bitten by a mad 
dog tha t person will never have hydro­ 
phobia. ” 
Most surgeons, as well as veterinari­ 
ans in general, caution their readers 
against resorting to such a cruel prac­ 
tice, especially when the “ worm” has 
uo bearing whatever upon the dog's 
ability to transmit hydrophobia, the 
most dreadful of all diseases. 
That 
Btandard work, “ Rabies and Hydro­ 
phobia, 
by Fleming, London, 18 72 , 
gives the following sound argument in 
Apposition to this cruel and useless 
practice. 
“ Removing 
the ‘worm’ from the 
dog’s tongue, or ‘worming,’ as it is 
popularly termed, hits btcn practiced 
from the days of Pliny to our own 
time, and is, as might be expected, a 
perfectly useless, nay, 
injurious and 
painful 
operation. 
This 
so 
called 
‘worm’ lies beneath the tongue, in the 
middle, and is. a somewhat loose, tendi­ 
nous looking fold of membrane. 
It 
constitutes what is called the \fra*num’ 
in technical language, and is in fact 
the bridle of the tongue, and is de­ 
signed to assist the animal in lapping. 
When in its ordinary relaxed condition 
this frauium looks like it small worm, 
and the resemblance is perhaps even 
more complete when it has been tom 
out. 
“ Hence the name of the operation, 
which is a cruel one, giving the poor 
dog a very sore mouth and rvnderin 
the tongue loss capable of performing 
its important functions. 
The supposi­ 
tion that this procedure will prevent a 
dog from becoming spontaneously rab 
id, or liable to infection if bitten, is ex 
eessively absurd, as the presence of the 
imaginary worm lias no influence wliat- 
cver in the production of the malady, 
while its absence must l>o a source of 
inconvenience to the dog, and far more 
likely to produce rubies than to prevent 
its occurrence. 
l)r. Samuel J ohnson, 
who was never a t a loss for a definition 
when alluding to the opinion prevalent 
in his time with regard to this worm, 
called it a substance, nobody knows 
what, extracted, nobody knows why.*
